YARDS FEW FOR CATS AS 
BULLDOGS WIN FIGHT 


A dog and cat fight last Sat- 
urday night proved an unfortu- 
nate event for the Hartnell Pan- 
thers as the Allan Hancock Bull- 
dogs ruined the season opener, 
18 to 7. 

Acted out on the playing fields 
of Santa Maria, the drama proved 
that a strong line can bottle up 
a potent offense most of the 
time. This the Bulldogs did — 
except for the few seconds that 
Pantherman Al Smith slipped 
through the "Dog line and was 
up and away 67 yards to a touch- 
down before the bad guys could 
do anything about it. 

Had it not been for Smith’s 
scorching run, the Hartnell would 
have been scoreless. The night 
was dark enough even so. 

Panther offensive hopes were 
pinned on the backfield talents 
of Tim Timko, leading Panther 
gainer from last year who started 
this game at quarterback, and 
James Mankins, 230-pound full- 
back certain to make a dent in 
the defenders when he gets a 
head of steam up. Alas! 

Timko was injured early in 

the first period of play; Panther 
offense suffered visibly. “Tim” 
uses a crutch to. favor. this knee 
now. ; 
Mankins did ‘his best. But Al- 
lan Hancock seemed to be well 
prepared for stopping his rushes 
through the line. The Bulldogs 
were well stacked, anticipating the 
‘locomotive. 

If a team cannot move on the 
ground, it may be forced to take 
to the air. Hartnell attempted 
only two passes with Dan Lucas 
quarterbacking. Neither was com- 
pleted. 

A look at the statistic book re- 
veals the inoffensive nature of 
the Hartnell. offense. Total net 
yards gained by the Panthers: 64. 
This mark was overshadowed. by 
Hancock’s 205 net yards gained. 

Another figure from the stat 
book that should not. be over- 
looked is the penalty column. 
The Bulldogs were fined 15 times 
for a total of 160 yards. Hartnell 
garnered eight penalties. While 
penalties cannot tell the whole 
story, they do indicate it was no 
tea party on the turf. 

Head coach Smith was not dis- 
couraged by the defeat, finding 
many bright spots in team play, 
especially on the defensive side, 
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where Bob Hammond, Garvis, 
Mankins, Ploszay and center Co- 
meau seemed to plug a lot of 
gaps. 

Facing forward with chins up, 
the Panthers see the College of 
Sequoias Giants traveling to Sa- 
linas Saturday for a romp on the 
field starting at 8 pm. Many 
in numbers and normally tough, 
the Giants remember a successful 
six-won 2-lost season of last year. 
In their activity this season, the 
Visalia team has defeated Porter- 
ville 20 to 6 and lost to Los An- 
geles C.C. Saturday 12 to 16. 

Smith views C.O.S. as the tough- 
est team his boys will face this 
fall. With a heavy line and fast 
backs, the Giants would seem to
